DIY crime fighters try 
to roll back bike theft 


Despite police cautions, civilians make some recoveries

When her bicycle vanished one 
night, Shayanne Martin assumed it 
was long gone — gone to wherever 
bikes in San Francisco go when 
their locks are cut or their wheels 
yanked off. Maybe toa chop shop. 
Maybe sold online. 

She’d left the Trek 1400 on 
UCSF’s Mission Bay campus. She 
used a U-lock and a cable and fig- 
ured it would be nearly impossible 
to saw through both, and was 
proved wrong. 

It’s a common story. What’s un- 
usual is how it ended. 


Days after the theft in November, 
a woman saw a heavyset man rid- 
ing Martin’s bike, which has an 
extra-small frame. It didn’t seem 
like a good fit. 

The woman, who corroborated 
the story but asked that her name 
not be used, looked closely and 
recognized the bike from a photo 


Martin had posted on Twitter. So 
she flagged the man down, bought 
it for $60 and returned it to Martin 
— whom she'd never met. 

Martin was the beneficiary ofa 
burgeoning subculture.

Feds planning campaign 
aimed at sanctuary laws

U.S. immigration officials have begun prepar- 
ing for a major sweep in San Francisco and 
other Northern California cities in which feder- 
al officers would look to arrest more than 1,500 
undocumented people while sending a message 
that immigration policy will be enforced in the 
sanctuary state, according to a source familiar 
with the operation. 

Officials at Immigration and Customs En- 
forcement, known as ICE, declined to comment 
Tuesday on plans for the operation.

California says false alert unlikely here

On Saturday morning, a warning message 
blasted on cell phones across Hawaii telling peo- 
ple to immediately take shelter from an incoming 
ballistic missile. The alert — which caused wide- 
spread panic — was supposed to be a test. 

The error appears to be the biggest blunder yet 
involving this type of Amber Alert-style notifica- 
tion, and is emblematic of long-standing con- 
cerns with a federally administered warning 
system that soon may become more commonly 
used in California. 

State lawmakers introduced a bill this month 
that would require all counties to be able to send 
Wireless Emergency Alerts, or WEAs, and to 
create protocols and procedures for when and 
how to utilize the tool. The bill was drafted in
